WHITE-WINGED PEACE SPREADS ITs 
PINIONS OVER HIS DESK. 


Probabie Return of All the Matter in Con- 
troversy to the New York Presbytery— 
Revision of the Confession of Faith 
Fecun— Various Church Legislative 
Bodies in Session. 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 27.—A floral colamn 
of red roses, fully five feet high, was placed 
to-day upon the desk occupied by Dr. Briggs 
in the Presbyterian General Assembly. The 
column was surmounted by a white dove 
with outspread wings. The attendance and 
interest inthe proceedings were undimin- 
ished. 

The hearingon the appeal was delayed to 
receive a report of the standing committee 
on church extension, because of the depart- 
ure of Dr. White, Secretary of the board. 
The report was heard by the assembly in 
a perfunctory manner. The Board of Church 
Erection is one which never allows 


Its expenses to exceeditsincome. Applica- 
tlons have been made for 171 church edifices 
and fifty-three manses, a total of 110, 
000. The total income amounted to 
$100,000 and the expenditures to 5102, 
000. Aid was granted to 22 churches 
and forty-four manses. At the close of the 
reading, the report was accepted and its 
recommendations adopted without debate. 
The assembly was then again constructed as 
court a by the moderator, 

A resolution was introduced by Judge Stru- 
vell of Montana looking tothe return of the 
Briggs case to the Presbytery of New York. 
Amendments were offered slightly modify- 
ing this action but with the same ob- 
ject in view. The parties were 
allowed to withdrawin order to prepare a 
form of action which should be mutually ac- 
ceptable and while they were thus consult- 
ing the reading of a report on the revision of 
the confession of faith was begun. 

ORIGIN OF THE CASE. 

W hat is known asthe Briggs case came be- 
fore the General Assembly at this session on 
an appeal of the Prosecuting Committee 
against the action of the Presbytery of New 
York in dismissing the charges and specific 

ctions in the heresy trial of Dr, Briggs. 

hen the New York Presbytery, at its No- 
vember meeting, voted to discontinue the 
trial of Dr. Briggsthe anti-Briggs men, who 
had theretofore carried everything their own 
way, appeaied against the decision of the 
majority. 

Ordinarily in the Presbyterian Church an 
appeal from the Presbytery goes first to the 
Synod of the State and thence to the General 
Assembly. The Synod of New York does not 
meet until next fall. Consequently the regu- 
lar course of things would have thrown final 
ruling on the appeal over tothe Assembly of 
180s. In this case the judgment of the Synod 
has been waived, and the issue comes squarely 
before the Assembly. 

The Genera! Assembly will, by vote, decide 
whether it will virtually sustain the dismis- 
sal of the proceeding or order the Presbytery 
to proc with the trial or elect to try Dr. 
Briggs itseif. 

Besides this there will be the fate of Union 
Theological Seminary to decide, an issue 
which is only one ofthe troublesome out- 
growths of the great Briggs question, 

Dr. Briggs boids in this seminary the chair 
ot Systematic Theology. On account of his 
doctrines or supposed doctrines the last Gen- 
eral Assembly, after a long contest, voted to 
disapprove of his appointment to that chair, 
According to the views ofthe majority on 
that occasion the appointment thereupon be- 
came invalid. The seminary directors held 
that, as Dr. Briggs bad held another chair in 
the institution for many years, the appoint- 
ment was merely atransfer and the Assembly 
had no power to vetolt. Dr. Briggs has con- 
tinved to hold his position in spite of the 
General Assembly. 

One question will, therefore, be, what shall 
be done with this contumacious seminary? 
and an attempt will be made to turn it out of 
the church altogether. 

THE CHARGES. 

Following are the charges against Dr. 
Briggs: 

Charge 1. The Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America charges the vy. Charies A. 

D. D., being a winister of the Presbyterian 
Charch and a member of the ytery 
of New York, with teaching doctrines with conflict 
irreconciiably withand contrary to the cardinal doc- 
trine taught in the Holy Scriptures and contained in 
the standards of the Presbyterian Church; that the 
Seriptures of tne Old and New Testament are the on! 
infatiable rule of faith and practice. These hurtfu 
errors, striking the vitals of religion and contrary 
to the regulations and practice of the Presbyterian 
Church, were promulgated in an inaugural address 
which Dr. Briggs delivered at the Union Theological 
Seminary in the city of New York Jan. 19, 1491, 
on the occasion of the induction into the Edward 
Robinson Chair of Biblical seater. which address 
has, with Dr. Briggs’ approval, en published and 
extensively cireulated, and re-published in a secona 
edition with a preface and appendix. 

Epecification 1—Dr. Briggs declares that there 
were pistoricaly three great ntains of divine 
authority—the Bible, the church and tne reason’’— 
thus making the church and the reason each to be an 
independent and sufficient fountain of divine 


authority. 

Specification 2—Dr, Briggs afirme that in the case 
of some persons the Holy Seriptures are not sufficient 
to «ive that knowledge of God and His will which is 
necessary unto salyation, even though they strive 
ever 80 hard; thet such persons setting aside the su- 
preme authority of the word of God can obtain that 
saving knowledge of Him through the charch. 

Specification Dr. Briggs affirms that some, such 
as James Martineau, who denies the doctrines of the 
holy trinisy, the incarnation, the atonement, the 
resurrection of the body, the AI of the 
Holy Ghost, who rejects the miracies of the Bible 
and denies truth of the gospel narratives, as well 
as most of theology of the evisties, to whom the 
Holy Scripture is not sufficient te give that know 
edge of God end His will whichis necessary unto 
salvation, may turn from the eres authority of

constitutional share in the proceedings. Jf the As- 
sembly could entertain this reasen you would wrong 
the defendant does not 
think it As- 
sembl The 
second reason is secure a con- 
demustion of errors of the defendant by the su- 
preme judicatory, but the supreme judicatery can- 
not condemn the defendant or his recourse without 
a trial, for it lacks original jurisdiction in the case 
and can only act after a verdict has been given in 
the Presbytery. These reasons cannot be enter- 
tained without 5 — the case. The defend- 
ant claims that his address is in entire aceord with 
Holy Scripture and the system of doctrine taught in 
the Westminster Confession. Again and 
he has affirmed hia adherence to 
confession and the — Scriptures. He is en- 
titied to the presumption o innocence until 
he is proved gullty after trial. The third reason is 
that the General 7 has a special responsi- 
bility regarding the doctrine of the church. This ts 
a general statement to which no Presoyterian could 
make any objection. but it is no reason why the 
Presbytery of New York should be ignored when it 
dismissed the case. If dissatisfied they should have 
framed new cnarges and specifications, sufficient in 
form and legal effect. They might have then had a 
triai and a verdict during the past winter, but why 
is speed necessary? The importance of the case 
calls for the caution of deliberation. 

Dr. McCook then argued in behalf of the 
appellants, and at the close of his remarks 
the question was taken on entertaining the 
appeal, resulting in a large majority in the 
affirmative. This action brought the case be- 
fore the“Assembiy on its merits. 


CHURCH REVOLUTION, 


WOMEN ADMITTED TO PULPIT&—SOME EDITO- 
RIAL COMMENT. 


BALTIMORE, MG., May 27.—An editorial on 
the action of the Methodist Protestant Gen- 
eral Conference at Westminster yesterday in 
declaring women eligible to the highest coun- 
cils ofthe Church, and the action of the 
Methodist Episcopal General Conference at 
Omaha, which voted to give laymen equal 
representation with the clergy in the general 
conference, will appear in the Methodist Protes- 


tant of this city, whichis one of the two of- 
ficial organs published by the Board of Publi- 
cation of the Metbodist Protestant Church. 
It will say: 

Two great revolutions occurred in one 
day in the religious world. The dam needed 
only a small leak to begin with to break 
away from its rocky bounds, produce a flood 
and sweepaway all movable objects in its 
course. The Methodist Protestant Church 
has settled the question that women may be 
ordained to preach the gospel and be eligible 
to the legislative halls of the church, and, 
also without ordination, may be admitted to 
the same councils equally with male dele. 
gates. The head controlsthe body, even if 
the body notrrishes the head. Some logically 
infer that women will be eligible universally 
in the church, not only to the gospel 
ministry but to all official positions now oc- 
cupied by men. It must come to that. Do 
you object? Itisofnouse. The flood is com- 
ing. So the Methodist Episcopal Church has 
determined that its legislative body shall be 
composed of clerical and lay members in 
equal numbers. This principle of govern- 
ment established, creates the logical outlook 
that it must find illustration in all the official 
bodies of that church.“ 

Rey. EK. K. McGregor of the Methodist 
Protestant, says that in his opinion there will 
be a regular stampede of women in the West- 
ern conferences into the ministry of the 
Methodist Protestant Church and into official 
positions.

CLAIMS OF AN AMERICAN TO NEW ZEALAND 
PROPERTY BEFORE THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 27.—The Senate in 
executive session has adopted resolutions 
reported to the Senate by Mr. Davis from the 
Committee on Foreign Relations concerning 
the case of William Webster, a citizen of the 
United States, whose claim for indemnity 
against Great Britain for land owned by him 
in New Zealand, was refused by that Govern- 
ment. Webster went from Maine to New 
Zealand in 1885 and engaged in busi- 
ness. He became wealthy and bought 


five hundred thousand acres of land from the 
natives. In 1840 Great Britain acquired New 
Zealand, and foreigners claiming land were 
directed to have their claims investigated by 
a commissioner. Webster claimed that he 
acquired his right to the land independently 
of Great Britain, His claim was ig and 
the land was sold as pu N „ Along 
correspondence betwee United States 
and Great Britain ensued. In August, 1891, 
Great Britain, inthe letter to Minister Lin- 
coln refused to entertain the claim. The 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations holds 
that bythe treaty of 1840 between Great 
Britain and the natives of New Zealand the 
native rights to the land concerned were con- 
firmed, anathat, therefore, Webster's title 
ils good. The Senate resolutions convey to 
the President power to take measures prover 
to secure to Mr. Webster a just settlement 
and final adjustment of his claim, and par- 
ticularly requesting the President to propose 


arbitration.

Pants, May 27.—The Gaulois says to-day that 
A petition to President Carnot from Mr. 
Edward Parker Deacon, asking for a pardon, 
has been presented and that Deacon will 
probably be released on July 14, the Bastile 
anniversary. It is the rule in France that the 
President cannot pardon a convicted person 
Unless the latter has asked for the pardon 
and a petition from Mr. Deacon was neces- 
sary to enable the President to act.

GIOLITTI’S CABINET. 


RESIGNATIONS TENDERED AND REFUSED—A 
DISSOLUTION PROBABLE. 

ROME, May 27 .—Sig. Giolitti, the new Prime 
Minister, announced to the Chamber of De- 
puties to-day that the members of the 
Cabinet had tendered their resignations to 
King Humbért, but that His Majesty had re- 
fused to accept them. He, therefore, asked 
the Chamber to pass the most urgent bills 
now before it and to grant the government a 
vote on account for the next six months. 
The Prime Minister's announcement caused 
A great sensation in the House. It is gener- 
ally taken to portend that the dissolu- 
tion of the House is imminent. There 
is no doubt that the resigna- 
tion of the Ministry was precipitated by the 
vote taken in the House yesterday on the 
question of confidence inthe Ministry. The 
result was a victory for the Ministry, but the 
margin was so close that had thirty-eight 
who abdstained from voting cast their votes 
against the Government, the Ministry would 
have sustained a defeat. 

The new Oabinet was only definitively 
formed on May 15, and its practical over- 
throw has therefore been a matter of only a 
few days. The preceding Cabinet, at the 
head of which was the Marquis di Rudini, 
was;defeated by a majority of 8on May 5, on 
its demand fora vote of confidence, 


FOREIGN NEWS. 


SILVER DEPRECIATION IN CUBA—POSTAL UNION 
EXTENSION. 


HAVANA, May 27.—Owing to the heavy im- 
portation of silver from Spain, over $10,000,- 
000 having been received since the commence- 
ment of the year, another monetary conflict 
has arisen at this place, where a majority of 
retail tradesmen will accept the dollar only 
for 95 cents because of the discount on silver 
as against gold. In parts of the interior of 
the island Mexican silver is only accepted at 
the rate of 70 cents onthe dollar. According 
to the locai newspapers the Directors of the 
Fagua Railroad Co. have determined to build 
all the freight and passenger cars they may 
hereafter require in their own shops, im- 
porting from the United States only the irom 
portions necessary for their construction.

THE VANDERBILTS’ WEALTH. 


Some Interesting Facts Concerning This 
Immensely Rich Family. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPATCH. 
New York, May 27.—The death Sunday 
of Willlam H. Vanderbilt, eldest son of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, recalls some interest- 
ing facts concerning the wealth of this 
immensely rich family. The young man who 
has just died was 21 years old Dec. 21 last. 
He possessed $1,000,000 in his own right as a 
legacy from his grandfather, after whom he 
was named and whose prime favorite he 
was. He was to have only the income of this 
until he was 30. But this handsome fortune 
was overshadowed by the fact that he was 


the oldest son of one of the richest men in the 
world. He had not made a will, as his $1,009, - 
000 was a comparative pittance. 

Old Commodore Vahderbilt, the great- 
grandfather of this youn man, devised 
nearly ali of his fortune of $90,000,000 to WII - 
liam H. Vanderbilt. Cornelius Vanderbilt 
the deceased’s father, received $5,000,000 and 
the other grandsons of the Commodore 
$2,000,000 each. Though William K. Vander 
bilt increased his fortune to $5,000,000 he was 
credited with having lost most of it before 
his father died. Cornelus had lost in specu- 
lation $3,000,000 of the $8,000,000 ne had 
accumulated. William H. Vanderbilt had 
increased his fortune to $160,000,000 when he 
died. To each of his eight ‘children he 
bequeathed $10,000,000 and $5,000,000 was set 
aside, the income to be used’ for Mrs. Van- 
derbiit. Theremainder of the estate was 
divided between the two eldest sons, Cor- 
nelius and Wm. K. Vanderbilt. In round 
numbers they receive $55,000,000 each, 
which, with their $10,0.0,000, made their for- 
tunes about $65,000,000 Cornelius already 
possessed $5,000,000. 

This fortune has been judiciously managed 
until itis now estimated that Cornelius van 
derbilt ts worth $110,000,000 To this the 
boy who has just died was heir. It leaves 
his next youngest brother, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, at 18 years of age, prospectively the 
Croesus ofthe world. The other children of 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sr., in order of age are 
Gertrude, Alfred, Reginald and Gladys, who 
is 5 years ‘old. 

The wealth of the Vanderbilt family 1s pil- 
ing so fast thatthe combined sum is esti- 
mated to be about 15300, 000, 000. The est 
mated income per annum is $15,000,000. No 
other family in the world is so rich. It kept 
intact the total fortune at the end of twenty- 
five years will have reached almost $1,000,- 
000,000, and this result will be attained by 
the swift progression of compound interest.

IT WAS FARCICAL. 


Trial of George M. Spence’s Case in 
Judge Claiborne’s Court. 


FUN THE ONLY OBJECT OF THE DEFEND- 
ANT’S ATTORNEY. 


Discussion as to What Clothes Had to Do 
With a Woman’s Singing—Judge Krum 
Recites Poetry—Pleaded With to Stop 
His Nonsense by Judge Laughlin—De- 
cision Reserved. 


One of the dive cases docketed in the Court 
of Criminal Correction was tried yester- 
day afternoon and the trial proved 
to de a dig farce from  begin- 
ning to end. Judge Krum, the attorney 
for the dive keepers, started in with the de- 
termination to have some funand all through 
the trial his principal endeavor seemed to be 
to raise a laugh in the court room. He talked 
of Cleopatra in undress, Hamilet’s ghost, 
spirits of the deep and Venus“ wine every 
time he saw a chance to make a hit and raise 
a laugh, and he recited poetry by the yard. 

The defendant was George M. Spence, pro- 
prietor of the Palace Theater and saloon 
attachment on Seventh and Elm streets, 
and the witnesses were a policeman, a 
newspaper reporter and several of the 
females employed in the theater, Spence 
having been indicted for employing females 
other than his mother, sister, daughter and 
aunt in a saloon, dramshop or other place 
in which liquor is sold.“ Judge Laughlin 
represented the state in the prosecution, 
having been engaged for this purpose by 
seve ral public spirited citizens. He showed 
by the testimony of Officer Heath and some 
of the other witnesses that Spence’s theater 
and saloon were one establishment; 
that the street doors to the 
theatrical part were closed and barred 
and that the only entrance to it was through 
the saloon attachment; that the patrons of 
the theatrical portion of the concern were 
required to patronize the bar in the saloon 
portion and were also expected to buy more 
drinks after entering the show room; that 
beerand wine and whisky were sold to the 
patrons in the show-room as well as the 
saloon; that the girls employed on the stage 
circulated among the men in the gallery, sat 
attables with them and induced them to 
treat to beer, wine, whisky and other liquor, 
and that each girl was paid 15 per cent of the 
money received by the house in this way. 

A QUEER ARGUMENT. 

When Officer Heath was on the stand Judge 
Krum offeredan objection to almost every 
question asked by Judge Laughlin, but the 
objection was in nearly every instance over- 
ruled. It was evident that Krum was trying 
to be funny and at the same time to annoy 
the prosecution. When Officer Heath was 


asked if women took part r farc es pre- 


sented in the Palace Thea and if they 
re cited or talked any, Judge Krum broke in 
immediately with his custo ry objection. 
object, said he. Nobody ever heard ot 
a situation Where a woman did not do the 
talking if she had a chance. 

When the officer was asked to describe the 
dresses in which the singérs were attired, 
Judge Krum of course objected. 

What difference does it make?’’ he asked. 
Can't a naked woman sing?“ 

Did you ever see one? asked Judge 
Laughlin. 

Lots of em, replied Judge Krum, 
wand,“ be added, Mrs. Fatrweather, who 
employed you, ought to get counsel who 
knows more about such matters. A woman 
can sing in any garbif she can sing at all.“ 
and the Judge looked around at the jury and 
smiled again.

Jud ge Laughlin proceeded to explain his 
position and-was interrupted by Judge 
Krum, when he begged the interrupter to let 
up with his nonsense, saying that he could 
not present the case and represent the State 
properly unless givenachance. He desired 
to offer this evidence that the jury might be 
able to decide as ta what punishment should 
be given tothe defendant. If it were shown

The Memphis Appeal-Avalanche enters a 
protest against what it calls ‘sensational 
descr iptions of the ruin and havoc caused 
by the floods in the Mississippi River.’’

of life in the Mississippi flood with that of 


the Johnstown cateclysm, but it is just as 
absurd to compare the loss of property in 
the latter with that of the former. The 
two disasters are totally different. In one 
the volume of water penned up in a dam 
was concentrated in a deep ravine 
and swept a town away and in 
the other the swollen stream 
of a monster river spread over the low- 
lands ofa valley that divides the conti- 
nent. The loss of life is not nearly as 
greatasin the Johnstown case, but the 
destruction of property is enormously 
greater. Thousands of homes have been 
destroyed or rendered uninhabitable, mil- 
lions of acres of farming lands covered 
with growing crops have been submerged 
and @ vast quantity of stock and personal 
property swept away.

Monday night the Post-DisPaATOH steamer 
rescued twel¥e families from Stump slough 
and six families from Kitsac island. The 
water had driven these people to the roofs of 
their houses, and they had almost given up 
hope of rescue when the steamer hove in 
sight. The current in the river was running 
at a tremendous rate of speed, and the work 
of saving these families was accomplished 
with great dimculty. 

The steamer Fawn from St. Charles was 
carried by the fearfal current out of the 
regular channel of the river and was stranded 
in a wheat field an eighth of a mile from the 
river proper. The Post-Dispayou boat, by 
means of long hawsers, succeeded in getting 
the Fawn back into the channel. 

A messenger reached Alton at 5a. m., after 
rowing ten miles from an island southwest of 
the mouth of the Missouri River. He stated 
thatthere were oversixty persons on the 
island, which was rapidly being inundated. 
The messenger reported that the water was 
already in the first floors of many houses and 
the occupants were climbing tothe roofs of 
the buildings. On receipt of this information 
the Board of Trade abandoned its regular 
business and organized into a Relief Commit- 
tes. They pressed the Post-DisPaTcH relief 
boat into service and, taking om board a 
dozen large skiffs, started to rescue the 
islanders,

THE PARDON TRAFFIC, 


The Grand-Jury Getting to the Bottom of 
the Abuses in the Courts—Two Mayor’s 
Remits for the Same Fine Presented by 
Different Men the Same Day—E. N. 
Guion Makes Some Statements About 
the Obtaining of Those Pardons— 
Marshal Thomas’ Testimony. 


When Mayor Noonan went into office the 
receipts from the Police Courts amounted to 
$2,000 a month, or about that. This amount 
represented the fines collected from prisoners 
by the City Marshal and turned into 
the treasury. The city now gets nearly 
$600 a month less. The greater part of this is 
paid over by the Marsbal to men who present 
to him remits of the fines, signed with a 
stamp. E. A. Noonan, Mayor. The Grand- 
jury is now working on evidence 
going to show that much of this 
money never found its. way back to the peo- 
ple who paid the fines, but was stolen by men 
who got the remits from the Mayor’s office 
and collected the fines from the Marshal. 

The Mayor came before the Grand-jury yes- 
terday and threw off all responsibility in con- 
nection with the remits, * stating 
that hig stamp signature was used 
frequently without his knowledge. He 
said that a man occupying the 
position he did was obliged to trust the de- 
tails of his office business to subordinates, 
and he regarded this matter of remitting 
fines in the Police Courts and releas- 
ing convicts from the Work- house 
as one of these details. He 
declared his willingness to help the Grand- 
jury as farias he could, and if His signature 
had been used for dishonest agg Oo tate 
the offending persons would 
punished. He made quite 3 ö 
speech to the jury on this 
line and the report of the body will probably 
contain a strong criticism of this method of 
running the Mayor’s office by proxy.

AUDITOR BROWN’S BIG REPORT. 


What the City Received and Paid Out— 
Oity Hall Matters. 


City Auditor Brown and his force of as- 
sistants this morning completed the annual 
report of that department and presented it in 


neatly bound form tothe Mayor. The report 
is a Massive one, containing over one hun- 
drea pages of parchment, closely 
written. As the Auditor deals principally in 
figures, the report is consequently made 
up largely o such entries, Among 
otber things it shows the amount 
and purpose of every warrant drawn on the 
from 
1892, 
ending of the 

year. At the opening of the year, the bal- 
ance in the City Treasury amounted to $2,279, - 
720.76. The total receipts for the year 
amounted to 710,014.06. 1. The unpaid 
warrants at the beginning of the year footed 
r During the year the amount 
of the warrants paid out was 99, 580, 684. 68. 
The unpaid warrants at the close of the year 
aggregated $160,265.81. The balance remain- 
ing in the treasury April 11, 1892, was $2,708, - 
78.26. The report will, like the others, be 
won in full with the Mayor’s message when 
tis published, 


The Redistricting Law. 


The ordinance recently passed by the House 
of Delegates and now in the Council divides 
the city into 157 precincts for election pur- 


poses. This is five precincts less than the 
present number, which is 152, and 87 less than 
the number existing prior to 1888. — 42 
the vote of the city has increased largely in 
the last five years, this number of precincts 
is doubtless considered ali sufficient for the 
convenience of the voters and the work of 
the judges and clerks of election, by Recorder 
of Voters Carlisle, who drafted the 
ordinance and suggested the number of 
districts. The new precinct Lines are 
made to conform to the new ward 
and wlongressional boundary lines, where 
they meet. The senatorialand representa- 
tive districts will be so divided by the Circuit 
Court as not to crossat any point a precinct, 
ward or congressional line. 48 soon as the 
ordinance becomes alaw the Circuit Court 
will be ready to take up and divide the city 
into senatorial and representative districts. 
This will be at the coming June term, the 
latest. Both parties will be ready to put their 
candidates forthe Legislature inthe field es 
soon as the districting is made by the court. 
While the court has authority to divide the 
city for the proposed mye district 
courts under the Devoy bill, it will not likely 
do so until 1894, when the opera- 
tion of the law goes into effect. This act 
abolishes the present justice-of-the- peace 
system and provides forthe creation of nine 
courts with nine judges who may sit in banc, 
anda corresponding number of constables, 
assistants and clerks. The Circuit Court 
makes the territorial district in which the 
udges are elected and their jurisdiction. 

he judges and constables and their many 
assistants, and the clerks, etc., are to be paid 
salaries. No reduction has been made in the 
costs to be paid by those who are compelled 
to go into them with their cases, although it 
is Claimed these courts will not cost the peo- 
ple so much as the present justice-of-the- 
peace system. 


Boulevard Construction. 


General Superintendent John F. Duffy of 
the Street Department returned from Chicago 
this morning, where he went to look 
into the construction of the boulevards 


in that town. In Chicago the boulevards are 
very costly luxuries. There the Park Board 
assesses the cost of such im vements 
while the system here is entirely different.

Toa Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter be said: The base of the 
Chicago boulevard is made of macadam eight 
inches thick, tightly compressed + heavy 
rollers. On top of this comes a layer of 
crushed granite three inches in thick- 
ness also well rolled and then on top 
of this is laida layer of very finely crushed 

ite. Finely screened gravel is used as 
the binding material. Thisisa good system 
of construction, but the cost is considerable. 
The boulevard in frontof Lake Michigan, I 
understand, cost $24 a foot.

THEY WILL CARRY THE CONVENTION 
WITH A HURRAH. 


Hates Which Indicate That an Under- 
standing With the Maine Man Has 
Been Arrived At—Interview With the 
President—Will Not Declare Himself a 
Candidate—Slap at Sore Heads. 

New York, May 27.—In the minds of the 
anti-Harrison leaders who have been con- 


ferring among themselves, if not with the 


idol of their party, since his arrival in New 
Yorka few days ago, the nominee of the 
Minneapolis Convention is now the guest of 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and his name is 
James G. Blaine. “What lends color to the 
assertion that a definite plan has been agreed 
upon and a clear understanding with the 
man of Maine arrived at is the fact that the 
proposed conference of Piatt and other anti- 
Harrison men, which was given out would be 
held at the Fifth Avenue last night, did not 
occur. 

A quietness prevailed which betokened 
that a conclusion had been reached and a 
matter of great moment fully determined. 

Here is the plan which it is reliably stated 
will be pursued by the Blaine people when 
the forces are aligned for battle at Min- 
neapolis: Word has been sent to the faithful 
that only most pronounced supporters of 
Mr. Blaine among the Minneapolis delegates 
shall cast a vote for their favorites on the, 
first ballot. The balance of the uninstructea 
vote will be thrown to favorite sons, and the 
Hillbustering will be kept up until it is 
definitely settled that a nomination is im- 
possible. Then, when all hope of nominating 
Harrison or settling on any other candidate 
is abandoned, Blaine will be called upon as 
the only person to break the deadlock, and 
he will be nominated with a hurrah which 
will be cyclonic in its effects, completely car- 
rying the Harrison phalanx off its feet. 

The repopt that Mr. Blaine had told a mem- 
ber of the Cabinet (presumably Mr. Elkins) 
that he would write another and still stronger 
letter of withdrawal if the President desired 
it none of the Republican leaders believe 
true. Mr. Blaine has said repeatedly, they 
declare, that he would write no more letters 
on that subject. They do not think there is 
any understanding between the President 

and Mr. Blaine, 

A gentieman in close relations with Mr. 
Blaine said to-day: ‘*‘Ten years ago Blaine 
told me that no man had arightto decline 
the formal nomination for President. ‘He 
can use every effort,’ were the words he used, 
to keep the nomination from coming to him, 
but after the convention acts he cannot de- 
cline to serve. Itis his duty to accept. Mr. 
Blaine still holds to that opinion as to the 
ethics of the case, and all of his close friends 
know it. If be is nommated at Minneapolis 
he will accept. 

The admiration for Blaine must be very 
gratifying to the statesman. The crystal- 
lization of sentiment in his favor is almost 
without a parallel. A prominent Republican 
sums up the situation this way: It seems 
to me, he said, that the only members of 
the party who are opposed to Biaine’s nom!- 
nation are Ben and Russell , and 
perhapsafew other unknown relations of 
the President. Even the office holders, who 
will feel it their duty to shout for Harrison at 
the convention, would, to a man, prefer 
Blaine a thousand times, and this feeling is 
as spontaneous as it is marvelous. Seeing 
this, Harrison should gracefully step aside 
and join the Blaine ranks, and, unlikely as it 
may seem, I would not be struck dead with 
surprise if he were to do it, if he finds he can- 
not force Blaine to put a dumper on the 
furore by writing another letter. 


NOT GOING TO DIE. 

BEAVER, Fa., May 27.—In speaking of 
Blaine’s health to-day Senator Quay said: 
„Blaine eats too much, then bas an attack of 
indigestion and thinks he is going to die; but 


-he isn’t. Heis good for many
